BISMARCK. N. D.. Sept. IO.— Pres­ 


cient Wilson declared here today that 
the question before America in its con­ 
sideration of the peace treaty is flatly 
peace or war. 
He spoke in the audi­ 
torium here, it being a small theater 
building which was filled but did not 
hold over I .OOO people. 
Failure of 
the treaty will result in dispair that will 
Iring chaos. 
"M en 
in dispair destroy govern­ 
ments,” he warned. 
The audience was 
rather 
quiet. 
Many typical western figures were in 
the crowd, some with huge sombreros. 
There were a number of Sioux Indians 
sporting white collars and looking nat­ 
ty. 
Bismarck is the center of the Non- 
Partisan League country. 
When Wilson 
said 
America 
was 
founded to lead the world to liberty, 
the crowd gave the first real yell. An­ 
other came when Wilson said America 
was sure to enter the league of na­ 
tions. 
Injuring W hole W orld 
“America’s delay 
is 
injuring 
the 
whole world.’’ Wilson charged. 
“The war is over but there is no 
pc* ce.” Wilson said. 
He argued against sepaarting the 
league of nations 
from 
the 
peace 
treaty. The treaty will not work with­ 
out the league, he said. 
“You dare not kill the young men of 
♦ tie world for a dishonest mirpnse .” 
he declared, 
emphasizing that hear­ 
ings before the league councils would 
prevent wars. 
Two aviators swooped close to the 
ground as Wilson passed through the 
streets en route to the auditorium. 
They looted the loop and performed 
other feats. A few blanketed Indians 
in native costume looked on.

abandoned his high hat and morning 
dress here, wearing a plain soft hat 
and business suit as being more In 
accord' with the western atmosphere.

“He has to head lists of charities 
and give respectable amounts. 
“He must subscribe liberally to all 
public subscriptions. 
“He is invited out and has to go, 
representing his place In city allairs. 
“He must dress according to the pub­ 
lic’s estimate of his position. He must 
drive his own car. 
“He must hold up his ‘end’ wher­ 
ever he ie—at ail costs. 
“And 13.000 a year doesn’t go far 
now-a-days. 
There is nothing left in 
the bank account at the end of the 
year. 
I say positively city officials 
and employes are not paid commen­ 
surately with the way they have to 
live.

Rumainians and Jugo Slavs 
Are Given Three Days to 
Sign Pact

p A R IS , Sept. IO.— In the absence of 


elaborate details such as accom pan­ 
ied the setting at Versailles, the allies 
made formal peace with Austria today. 
Dr. Karl Renner, Austrian chancellor 
and head of his country’s peace dele­ 
gation, signed the treaty at St. Ger­ 
main at 10:15 o’clock this morning. 
No speeches were 
made by the 
Austrian delegates. 
Premier Clemen- 
ceau, on behalf of the allies, invited 
the Austrians to sign in the same terse 
fashion he had employed at' Versailles 
before the Germans. 
Chancellor Renner was the first del­ 
egate to sign. 
He was followed by 
Henry White. General Tasker H. Bliss 
and Frank L. Polk of the American 
delegation. 
Sign Tw o Engagement* 
Aside from tile peace treaty, the Atis- 
trians signed two engagements, one by 
wh’Vh they will undertake to indicate 
allied ships lost during the war which 
were sunk by the Austrians and an­ 
other which obliges them to furnish 
within a month u list of persons re­ 
sponsible for the war, that the allies 
may place them on trial. 
The ceremony of affixing the signa­ 
tures ended at 11:10 o’clock. French 
guards presented arms as Chancellor 
Renner made his exit. 
After the signing, the supreme coun­ 
cil of the conference announced the 
Rumanians and Jugo-Slavs would be 
given three days in which to sign the 
treaty. 
The Stone Age room in the St. Ger­ 
main palace was the scene of the 
peace ceremony. In every respect the 
occasion was greatly overshadowed by 
the event at Versailles. 
All the prin­ 
cipal European statesmen and military 
leaders who signed the German treaty 
had returned home, 
leaving 
minor 
members of their delegations to sign 
,the Austrian document. 
No Elaborate Ceremony 
There was no attempt, moreover, at 
.an elaborate ceremony or historical 
setting such as prevailed at Versailles. 
Owing to the small size of the Stone 
Age room, only the most limited at­ 
tendance was permitted. 
The room 
was fitted with a horseshoe table sim­ 
ilar to the one used at Versailles, with 
a small table In the center where the 
delegate signed their names. 
At the conclusion of the ceremony, 
while the Austrian delegates were re­ 
turning to their hotel, a battery fired 
101 shots announcing the conclusion 
of peace.

Experiments Show 
Some Results 
In Fertilization ' 


The Slate Department of Agri­ 
culture Bulletin quotes the follow­ 
ing on Hie effect of unbalanced 
fertilizers, especially unbalanced 
poi ash fertilizers: 
In 
plat experiments 
on 
soil 
which had not received any phos­ 
phoric acid for fourteen years, it 
was observed that tile best re- 
sults were obtained with a com­ 
bination of potash, nitrogen, and 
phosphoric acid, and that potash 
and nitrogen increased the yield 
more than potash alone. On soil 
that had received no nitrogen for 
fourteen years the yields were 
ionsiderably greater with potash, 
phosphoric 
acid, 
and 
nitrogen 
than v. uh potash and phosphoric 
ac ii only, 
although 
the potash 
and phosphoric acid combination 
produced noteworthy increases of 
yield. 
The 
conclusion 
was reached 
that 
potash salts 
increase 
the 
availability of soil nitrogen and 
phosphoric acid to only a lim­ 
ited extent, of no practical sig­ 
nificance. The effect of unbalanc­
